the

th a n m any more would be discovered. 
T he Moiasac dam gave 
way 
last 
night under pressure of the week-long 
to rren ts, and sent a ten-foot wall of 
w ate r crashing down Into 
the 
rich 
G aronne valley, crushing at least 50 
houses in Moissac and M ontauban. 
T he exact num ber of dead in this 
latest catastrophe will not be know n 
u ntil the flooded ruins of the 50 homes 
are searched by rescue parties. 
Tw o rescuers, cau g h t beneath a col 
lapsing 
house 
at 
M ontauban. 
are 
know n to have died, and m any are 
missing, probably trapped in the ruins 
of houses th a t gave way u nder the 
pressure of the torrents. 
T he spreading w aters today form ed 
a vast, continuous lake several h u n d ­ 
red miles long, u n d er which lie six of 
the richest agricultural d epartm ents 
in the valleys of the T arn and G aronne 
w ith their tributaries. 
Toulouse Is at 
the center of the devastated district. 
R elief trains w ere pouring tow ard 
the stricken towns, but their progress 
was interrupted by washouts, and at 
som e points the trac k s were deep un 
d er w ater. Com m unication w ith most 
of the inundated territo ry

VISIBLE SUPPLY OE WHEAT AT 
THE MARKETS CONTINU­ 
ALLY MOUNTING

W ashington, March 5. — A virtual 
threat that a rail 
embargo 
against 
shipping wheat from farms to ter­ 
minal m arkets will be put into effect 
unless farm ers hold their atocka until 
storage 
facilities 
become 
available, 
has been sounded by Chairman Alex­ 
ander 
Legge 
of 
the 
federal 
farm 
board. 
Legge said the board la endeavoring 
to avoid such drastic meaaurea dur­ 
ing the present grain emergency but 
that if railroads are unable to unload 
cars of grain at the terminals tha em­ 
bargo m ust be faced. 
M eantime the visible supply of wheat 
at the m arkets is mounting, the figure 
now being well over 162,000,000 bushels 
compared to about 150,000,000 bushels 
several w eeks ago. 
Farmers 
have 
been sending a steady stream of grain 
tc the m arkets In order to have ready 
cash for spring operations. 
The five principal wheat market* 
are overcrowded,” Legge said. "Thor* 
is no storage space left. The opera­ 
tions of the Stabilization Corporation 
in buying at the 
government 
loan 
prices also stim ulated shipment# and 
the surplus is backing up.” 
Three reasons were given by Legge 
for the board’s recent order to th* 
corporation to cease buying wheat at 
the loan figure and operate on th* 
market at the current prlo*. 
The first was the congestion, th* 
second was that considerable wheat, 
not owned by co-operatives, was be­ 
ing bought, and the last that It placed 
millers In some sections at an unfair 
advantage. 
He explained that mil- 
I* re In Montana were compelled to 
pay the high co-operative price for 
grain while millers at the terminal 
points bought their wheat at the low 
market price. 
“While the stabilisation corporation 
will orth ti nu** to 
operate 
whenever 
necessary on the open market at the 
m arket price, the loan value to co­ 
operatives on wheat will continue,” 
Legge said, explaining that thla runs 
from ll .12 to $1.25 a bushel, depending 
on the locality. 
The Farm ers’ National Grain Cor­ 
poration will henceforth handle the 
loaning of money to co-operatives.” 
Legge was unusually optimistic con­ 
cerning the wheat outlook, since his 
conference at Chicago with the na­ 
tional wheat advisory committee and 
representatives of the farmers* 
cor­ 
poration and the stabilization corpora­ 
tion. 
He indicated the board believes the 
present surplus crisis will be solved 
before the winter wheat starts to the 
m arkets about the middle of June.

They installed a 
municipal plant which furnished’ pow­ 
er at the rate of three cents and the 
privately operated plant im m ediately 
dropped to five cents and was still 
operating at a profit. 
But the cus­ 
tom ers of the municipal plant pay 
$1.20 for the sam e service for which 
the privately operated plant charges 
two dollars. 
Both used steam power 
and, while the municipal plant paid 
no taxes, they set the amount of these 
taxes aside in a reserve fund each 
year, so they did not affect th e basis 
on which rates were figured. 
Mrs, Cobb paid her respects to tho 
high-powered propaganda carried on 
by the N ational Electric L ight A sso­ 
ciation, as revealed by the investiga­ 
tions of the Federal Trade Com m is­ 
sion.
